grance  of  the  locuft  and  poplar,  invited  ine 
to  take  a  folitary  ramble  in  one  of  my  fa- 
vourite  wall:s.  I  was  charmed  with  eke 
beauty  of  the  feenery  that  fpread  itfclf 
around  me  *,  and  wrapt  in  contemplation  of 
the  fubllme  works  of  nature.  The  tower- 
ing  precipice,  humble  vale  and  winding  rill, 
each  contributed  to  centre  my  attention  on 
thaLdivine  Almighty  being,  who  over-rules 
and  dire6bs  his  creatures,  and  is  not  to  be 
arraigned  by  human  comprehenHon.

The  great  diver fity  of  fentimeiits  among 
mankind,  is  owing  to  the  difference,  and 
wrong  of ,  their  iotelle^ual  powers;' 

they  all  profefs  to  be  guided  by  reafon ;  i 
each  conceives  his  own  opinion  right,  be- 
caufe  be  has  exerted  his  utmoft  ftrength  of 
reafbniog  and  cannot  find  it  cootalos  any  j 
defe(^.  On  this  ground  he  is  fatisfied  to ! 
reft  bis  beUef,  in  ^11  confidence  that.it  Is 
truth  ^  when  another,  with  foperior 
ftrength  of  mind,  demonfttates  this  che- 
rifhed  belief  to  be  erroneous,  and  endear 
voors  to  eftablilh  another  difiereot  belief 
by  the  fame  means  the  one  he  has  confuted 
was  eftablKhed :  then  have  we  not  reafon 
to  believe  this  laft  opinion  is  liable  to  the 


^fatse  obje^lion  evident  in  the  firft,  and  that 
Tome  other  perfon  with  greater  depth  of 
penetration,  may  at  another  period  ferve 
this  latter  ientiment  in  the  fame  manner  the 
firft  was  (erved,  namely,  confute  it.  Iq 
this  manner  mankind  may  run  on  to  eteroi.^ 
cy,  one  .building  and  another  deftroyiog^ 

I  and  on  this  ground,  all  reafoning  on  many 
metaphysical  fubje^s  appears  uncertain; 
as  there  Teems  no  permanent  and  infallible 
criterion  or  ftaodard,  within  the  attainment 
of  mao,  chat  will  demonflrate  in  uoqncA 
lionable  peri'picuity  the  thingis  true^  I'here 
are  fbmc  matters  wherein  I  grant  we  may 
arrive  at  moral  certainty ;  yet  there  are  ma. 
hy  others,  wherein  the  opinions  of  ingeniout 
men  who^veeach  fopported  tbefc  fatimeon 
in  a  manner becomingtheir  characters, differ, 
which  plainly  proves  truth  is.extremejy  dil; 
ficult  to' obtain^  if  not  impoflible,  under  the 
preicot  fcanty  powers  of  human  cature. 
We  (eemoft  of.  the  opinions  adopted  by  the 
ancient  Philofophers,  exploded  by  the  okv 
deros,  aud  by  analogical  reafoning,  by 
comparing  things  with  things,  we  hav 
ftrong  evidence  to  believe,  that  many  o 
the  opinions  now  fupported  by  mankind, 
and  believed  from  the  ftrongeft  conviflioni 
of  their  truth,  will  at  a  future  period  be 
rejefled  for  the  identical  reafon  the  moderoi 
rejcfl  a  belief  in  Ariftotle’s  categories,  pr 
tenfold  divifioQ  of  things.  This  tenfold 
divifioo  of  things  is  now  by  fome  modenii 
comprifed  under  two  heads,  which  appeari 
to  us  abundantly  more  corre^,  than  tbe 
Peripatetick*8  ten  predicaments,  blow  ai 
we  fee  fuch  an  infinite  variety  of  eflefli 
produced  by  the  fame  cauie,  can  we  con< 
ceive  in  conibnance  with  other  feotimenti 
which  we  hold,  that  reafon,  inafmuch  ai 
it  produces  fuch  contraries,  was  ever  d6 
figned  by  the  giver  of  it,  for  the  purpofa 
to  which  it  is  applied.  Is  it  not  evidentl] 
infaffident  to  accomplifh  an  infinite  numbci 
of  things  towards  which  the  will  of  maa 
dire^Is  its  a^ion  ?  Therefore,  I  coocctvi 
we  muft  in  being  guided  by  right  reafofli 
aod  iu  concert  with  the  idea  mankind  bavi 
formed  of  the  Deity,  of  his  attributes,  aoi 
his  motives  in  a^lion,  fubferibe  to  the  be 
lief  that  the  faculty  of  reafon  was  never  ip 
tended  for  many  of  the  ufes  to  which  it  i 
applied. ,  For  this  reafon' it  is  too  finite,  ai 
together  inadequate  to  accomplifh  purpoie 
defired  by  man,  aod  to  which  it  is  diredle 
and  exerted  by  the  will.'  If  the  Create 
who  has  difpeofed  this  noble  property  i 
08  had  Intehdedi  that 
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**  Man  shotfld  Kale  tbe  heavens  by  strides  of 
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^  not  proof  to  bdicvc  from  the  known  at¬ 
tributes  of  his  nature,  that  this  faculty  wonid 
Ijtire  been  better  proportioned  to  the  pur- 
pofes  intended  to  be  accompH/hed  by  it. 

If  we.  reftrift.  reafoning  to  its  proper 
fpherc.  If  we  keep  it.  fubfci;vient  to  divine 
revelation,  and  cxcrcife  it  about  the  con¬ 
cerns  of  life,  it  is  then  in  its  proper  place 
and  the  moft  exalted  faculty  of  the  mind. 
But  when  we  fuffer  it  to  range  beyond  ihcfe 
Hmits,  or  give  it  into  the  dircdlion  of  curi- 
ofity,  it  will  foon  pervert  the  judgment ; 
isd  finally  land  its  pofleflbr  in  an  abyfs  of 
anxiety  and  woe.  1  receive  this  as  a  pre¬ 
ordination  of  heaven,  and  though  the  cx- 
creife  of  the  mental  faculties  in  metaphyfi- 
cil  enquiries,  is  an  error  into  which  many 
idl,  and  by  its  being  thus  very  extenfively 
indulged  in,  the  criminality  of  it  is  lefs  ob- 
ferved.  i  yet  if  we  defeend  into  an  invefti- 
gatioq  of  humetn  nature,  if  wc  confidcr  its 
fevcral  relations,  wc  may  evidently  perceive, 
ibch  uncontroulcd  reafoning  cla/hes  with 
beliefs  adopted  by  chriftians,’  and  confe- 
quently,  by  difeovering  this,  fee  it  is  rc- 
ptTgnant  to  the  chriAiao  religion  and  the 
will  of  God  concerning  mankind.  |

Settled  for  the  E^yening  Fireside, 

Interesting  narrative  qf  Montier  0—  and 
hit  family. 

It  was  ID  the  afternoon  of  one  of  the  HncA 

days  in  June,  when  Madame  O - >  with 

her  nephew,  a  very  aoialable  young  man, 
called  in  their  carriage,  and  took  me  to  the 
chateau  of  her  huiband,  to  whom  I  had 
letters  of  introdu^ion.  After  pafiiog 
through  a  charming  country  for  nine  miles, 
adorned  oo  each  fide  with  gardens  aud 
country  houfes,  wc  arrived  at  the  pleafant 
village  of  la  Reine.  As  fbon  as  we  entered 
it,  the  fight  of  the  carriagej  and  ot  their 
benefaftrefs,  feemed  to  enliven  the  faces  of 
the  villagers,  who  were  feated  in  pidlurdquc 
groupes,  at  the  doors  of  their  cottages.

At  the  end  were  two  elegant  young  women, 
waiting  with  delight  to  receive  their  mother, 
from  whom  they  had  been  feparated  only  a 
few  hours.  With  this  charming  family  T 
entered  the  houfe,  which  was  handfome, 
but  plain.  The  hofpitable  owner  rofc  from 
his  Ibfa,  and  after  embracing  bis  elegant 
lady  with  great  affe^ioo,  he  received  mcE 
with  all  the  cxprefEons  &  warmth  of  a  long 
friendfhip.  S^n  afterwards  his  iervant  (a 
faithful  Indian )  entered,  and  fpread  upon 
the  cable,  Madeira,  Burgundy,  and  dried 
fruits.  It  was  iutenfcly  hot :  the  great 
window  at  the  end  of  the  room  in  which 
we  were  fitting,  opened  into  the  gardens, 
which  appeared  to  be  very  beautiful,  and 
abounded  with  nightingales,  which  were 
then  moA  fwcetly  fihging.  They  are  my 
little  muficians,”  laid  Monfieur  O — — ,  we 
[  have  made  a  pleafant  bargain  together,  I 
give  them  crumbs  of  bread;  and  my  bow¬ 
ers  to  range  in,  and  they  give  me  this

Monfieur  O — —  was  an  invalid ;  the  re¬ 
volution,  poignant  vexations,  heavy  lofTcs, 
and  a  painful  ieparation  from  his  native 
j  country,  for  the  prelervation  of  his  life,  and 
jthat  of  his  family,  had  undermined  his 
i  health.  Grief  had  made  fad  inroads  upol 
a  delicate  conlHtution.  It  was  his  good  for¬ 
tune  to  be  the  huAiiind  of  one  of  the’fineft 
and  mofi  amiable  women  in  France,  and  the 
father  of  an  afie(5tionatc,  beautiful,  and  ac- 
coraplilhcd  family.  His  circumfiances  had 
been  once  fpleudid  ;  they  were  then  refpec- 
!  table,  but  he  Had  palfed  through  events 
I  which  threatened  his  all.  Thole  fufitriugs 
i  which  generous  Ibuls  fnflain  for  the  fake  of 
others,  not  for  themfeives,  had  alone  def. 
troyed  the  refemblancc  which  once  exified 
between  this  excellent  man  and  his  admira¬ 
ble  portrait,  which  at  the  further  end  of  the 
room,  prefeoted  the  healthy  glow  and  fine 
proportion  of  manly  beauty.  He  expreilcd 
to  me,  in  the  moft  charming  maimer,  his  .re¬ 
gret,  that  indifpofition  confined  hioi  to  the 
country,  and  prevented  him  from  receiving 
me  in  Paris  fuitable  to  his  own  wiihes,  and 
to  thoie  claims  which  I  had  mpoo  his  atten¬ 
tions  by  the  letters  of  introdu^iou  whi^^l 
had  brought  to  him  ;  but  added,’  that  he 
(hould  furuifh  me  with  letters  to  fome  ^f  his 
friends  in  town,  who  woiUd  happy  to 
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fupply  his  abfeacei  and  to  make  Paris  agree- 
'  able  to  me.  Monfieur  O— —  was  as. good 
as  his  word. 


This  amiable  gentleman  poflfcflcd  a  conn- 
lenance  of  great  genius,  an^  a  mind  full  of 
intelligence. 

After  an  elegant  fupper,  when  hU  lady 
and  datsghters  had  withdrawn,  he  entered 
into  a  very  interefting  account  of  his  coun¬ 
try,  of  the  revolution,  and  of  his  ftight  for 
the  falvation  of  hirafelf  and  family.  A  lol- 
reably  good  Opinion  may  be  formed  of  the 
devaffations  which  have  lyen  produced  by 
the  late  republican  government,  by  the  fol- 
k)wing  circumftanct,  which  Monfieur 
^ —  alfuTcd  me,  on  the  word  of  a  man 
of  honour,  was  correal.

When  thefe  duties  bad  been  complied 
aiith,  they  then  indulged  tkemfelves  in  all 
I  kinds  of  profufion.  Unbounded  ilcentioni^ 
in  gaming,  wine,  women,  every  kind  of 
debauchery,  was  carried  on  to  the  utmod 
pitch  of  cxccfs,  and  w|s  ftopt  only  by  the 
want  which  iuch  profufiojos  brought  on. 
Thofe  men  who  were  enriched  with  ieveral 
nillioAs,  were  in  an  inflant  totally  ruined, 
and  de^tute  of  clothes  and  proviiions. 
They  returned  to  the  fea ;  and  the  new  fup- 
pties  they  acquired  were  ibou  lavifhed  in 
the  fame  manner* 

The  Spaniih  colonies,  flattering  them- 
(cItcs  with  the  hopes  of  feeing  an  end  to 
their  miferies,  and  reduced  almoll  to  defpalr 
io  finding  tbemfelves  a  perpetual  prey  to 
thefe  ruffians,  grew  weary  of  navigation. 
They  gave  up  ad  tne  power,  conveniences, 
aad  fortune,  which  their  conne^rions-  pro* 
cured  them,  and  formed  themfelves  almof) 
mto  fo  many  difltn^  and  ieparatc  Aates. 
They  were  lenfiblc  of  the  inconveniences 
arifing  from  fuch  a  condufl,  and  avowed 
them;  but  the  dread  of  falling  into  the 
hands  of  rapacious  aud  favage  men,  had 
greater  influence  over  them  than  the  dic¬ 
tates  of  honour,  intcrefl,  and  policy  This 
was  the  rife  of  that  fpirit  of  inaffivity^which 
continnes  to  this  time  i 

This  dcfpondency  ferved  only  toincreafe 
the  boldntfe  of  the  bucancers  As  yet  they 
9Qly  appeared  in  the  Spanifh  fettlementb,  in 
order  to  carr^  ofT  fi>me  provifions  when 
they  were  in  ^ani  of  them  They  no  ibotttr 
found  their  captures  begin  to  diminifh,  than 
they  determined  to  recover  by  land  what 
they  had  lofl  at  fea.  The  richefl  and  mod 
populous  countries  of  the  continent  were 
plundered  and  laid  wafle.  The  culti^ce  of 
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lands  was  equally  negle^ed  with  naviga¬ 
tion  ;  and  the  Spaniards  dared  no  more  ap¬ 
pear  Lq  their  public  roads,  than  fail  in  the 
latitudes  which  belonged  to  them. 

Among  the  buccaneers  who  fignalizeJ 
themfelves  in  this  new  fpecies  of  excurfions, 
Montbar,  a  gentleman  of  Languedoc,  par¬ 
ticularly  diftinguilhed  himfclf.  Having  by 
chance,  in  his  infancy,  met  with  a  circum- 
flantial  account  of  the  cruelties  pradlifcd  in 
the  conquefl  of  the  new  world,  he  conceiv¬ 
ed  an  averfjon  which  he  carried  to  a  degree 
of  frenzy  againll  that  nation  which  had 
committed  fuch  enormities.  The.coihufi- 
afm  this  fpirit  worked  him  up  to,  was  turn¬ 
ed  into  a  rage  more  cruel  than  that  of  re-  i 
iigious  faD.'Uicifm,  to  which  fo  many  vi^ims  ■ 
hail  been  iacrificed.  The .  names  of  thefe  : 
unhappy  fufferers  feemed  to  rouze  him,  and 
call  upon  him  for  vengeance.  He  had 
heard  ibme  account  of  the  bucaneers,  who 
were  feid  to  be  the  mott  inveterate  enemies 
(o  the  Spaniih  name  :  he  therefore  embark 
ed  on  board  a  (hip,  in  order  to  join  them. 

In  the  pafljge,  they  met  with  a  Spaniih 
veilel ;  attackod'it  ;  and,  as  it  was  ufual  in 
thole  times,  immediately  boarded  it.  Mont¬ 
bar,  with  a  fabre  in  bis  hand,  fell  upon  the 
enemy  ;  broke  through  them  ;  and,  hurry¬ 
ing  twice  from  one  end  of  the  fliip  to  the 
other,  levelled  every  thing  that  oppofed 
him.  When  he  had  compelled  the  enemy 
U>  furreoder,  leaving  to  his  companions  the 
happinefs  of  dividing  fo  rich  a  booty,  he 
contented  himfclf  with  the  favage  pleafure 
of  contemplating  the  dead  bodies  of  the 
Spaniards,,  lying  io  heaps  togtsher,  againfl 
whom  he  fworn  a  conflant  and  deadly 
hatred. 

Freih  opportunities  fbon  occurred,  that 
enabled  him  to  exert  this  fpirit  of  revenge, 
without  extinguifning  it.  The  (hip  he  was 
in  arrived  at  the  coaft  of  St.  Domingo; 
where  the  bucaneers  on  land  immediately 
applied  to  barter  fomc  provifions  for  bran¬ 
dy.  As  the  articles  they  offered  were  of 
little  value,  they  alledgod  in  excufe,  that 
their  enemies  had  over-run  the  country, 
laid  wafle  their  iettlements,  and  carried  ofl' 
ali  they  could.  “  Why  (replied  Montbar) 
do  you  tamely  fuficr  fuch  inl'ults  Nei¬ 
ther  do  we  (antwered  they  in  the  fame 
tone);  theSpaniards  have  experienced  whut 
kind  of  men  we  arc,  ind  have  therefore 
taken  advantage  of  the  time  when  we  were 
engaged  in  hunting.  But  we  are  going  to  | 
join  fome  of  our  companions,  who  have  ! 
been  flill  moi*eiil  treated  than  we ;  and  then  ; 

“If  you'ap-  * 
prove  of  it  (anfwefcd  Montbar,  1  will  head

ance  that  he  was  fuch  a  man  as  they  wadtedi 
cheerfully  accepted  bis  ofl'er.  The  fam« 
daythey  overtook  the  enemy,  and  Montbar 
attacked  them  with  an  impetuofity  that  n 
afl  >ni(hed  the  bravefl.  Scarce  (^e  Spaniard 
efcaped  the  cflcifls  of  his  fury.  The  re¬ 
maining  part  of  bis  lifd  was  equally  diflin-' 
guifhed  as  oii  this  day.  The  Spaniards  luf- 
fefed  fb  much  from  him,  both  by  land  and 
at  fea,  that  he  acquired  the  name  of  tho 
Exterminator*  * 

,  His  favage  dirp(»ritron,  as  well  as  that  o# 
the  other  bucaneers  who  attended  him, 
having  obliged  the  Spaniards  to  confine 
themfelves  within  their  fettlements,  thefe 
frec-booicrs  rcfolved  to  attack  them  there. 
This  new  method  of  carrying  on  the  war 
required  fuperior  forces  ;  and  their  afTocia- 
tions  in  confequcnce  became  more  numer¬ 
ous.  'fhe  firfl  that  was  conlidcrablc  was 
formed  by  Lolonois,  who  derived  his  name 
from  the  funds  of  Olones,  the  place  of  his 
birth. ,  From  the  ahjeff  flate  of  bondfm’an, 
he  had  gradually  raifed  himfclf  to  the  com¬ 
mand  of  two  canoes,  with  ^1%  men.  With 
ihclc  he  Was  fo  fucccfsful  as  to  take  a  Spa¬ 
niih  frigate  on  the  coafl  of  Cuba,  fje  then' 
repaired  to  Port-au- prince,  in  •  which 
were  tour  (hips,  fitted  out  pUrpofely  to  fail 
in  puriuit  of  him  He  took  them,  and  fhrcw 
ail  the  crew  into  the  fea,  except  one  nson, 
whom  he  faved,  in  order  to  fend  him  whh 
a  letter  to  the  governor  of  the  liaVannaH," 
acquainting  him  with  what  he  had  done, 
and  afluring  him  that  he  would  treat  in  the 
fame  manner  all  the  Spaniards  that  flw^uld 
fall  into  his. hands,  not  excepting  the  gover¬ 
nor  himfclf,  if  he  (lioirld  be  fo  fortunate  as 
to  take  him.  After  this  expedition,  he  ran 
his  canoes  and  prize  (hips  aground,  and 
failed  with  his  frigate  only  to  the  ifland  of 
I'oifuga.  ►
